THE SINKROO, 


A Cruel Ceremony that a Woolwn 
Indian Must Undergo. 

Among the Woolwa Indians, a tribe 
living partly in the Mosquito reserve, a 
feast called sinkroo is occasion- 
uly observed, at which time any 
of the young menof the tribe who are 
ambitious to become warriors or fuli men 
undergo a sort of initial ceremony; after 
which they are recognized as full men 
and allowed to use the alamnee (a kind 
of black paint) on their face. 

When the inhabitants of a village de- 
cide to make a siukroo they plant a large 
field with corn. When the corn becomes 
fu.l, and not yet hard, they pull it from 
ine stalks and grate it, and thok making 
meal into egg-shaped balls they wrap 
them in waha leaves and put them away 
todry. Aninyvitation is then issued to 
all the villages of the tribe to take part 
in the feast. The invitation is sent by A 
tunner, who carries to each village a 
tiring with acertain number of knots, 
zach knot representing aday. When so 
nany days have rage as there are knots 
om the string the feast begins. After 
the invitations are sent out the prepared 
2orn is made into a kiad of liquor called 
sou, which is very intoxicating, and of 
which large quantities are used during 
che feast. This liquor is kept in circular 
dits, dug about five five feet deep in the 
tarth, the bottom covered with three or 
‘our laye:s of waha leaves, while to the 
tides is fitted the bark taken froma 
arge mohoe tree. The liquor is poured 
n, the top covered with waha 
eaves, and there it remains untouched 
intil the feast day. Three houses are 
yuilt: first, a very large one on the out- 
ikirts of the village, for the accommoda- 
jon of the visitors; next is the tubee 
vatla, or house for the musical instru- 
nents, and where certain mystic cere- 
nonies are performed by the aid of 
Moyouka, or Jong spirit, who takes p»s- 
ess.on the first morning of the feast. 
Nomen are never allowed to enter the 
ubee watla, or even to look in, T 
ubee is a musical instrument, very 
nuch like a flute, and produces a mono- 
onous, mournful noise, which becomes 
o one nut accustomed, unendurable in 
«very short time. The ule is another 
nusical instrument, made of wax and 
pider web. When used it is put into

As the visit- 
rs arrive they go to the house built for 
hem, then dispatch a runner to the 
ead mau of the sinkroo village to give 
otice of their arrival, and this is done 
y each detachment or village.

With one of the best 
iarps any melody can be reproduced ac- 
surately by the performer, and a skillful 
player can get more music out of one ol 
these little instruments than you would 
magine. I cannot play well myself, or

‘‘Are the harps tuned to any particu- 
lar pitch, so as to be used with other in.

‘‘No, I donot take the trouble ta 
pitch them unless they are ordered that 
way.

The penny 
tarps are made by unskilled workmen, 
ind are of very little value as musical 
mstruments.”’ 

Mr. Andrews said that most of his 
tarps were made for out-of-town trade, 
ind a large number were sent West every 
tear. For the last two years business 
bad been very dull, and it seemed as i! 
ewsharp playing was waning in popular. 
ty. In Ireland and Scotland the instru. 
nent was very popular, especially amon 
the Scotch, who took about two-thirds 
of all the jewsharps, made in Belfast, 
where his father had the monopoly ol 
ihe business. At the present time he 
was the only iaanufacturer of jewsharps 
n Ireland that he knew of. The finer 
tlass of goods were usually made with 
tilver-tipped stems, but this did not

OUR GOVERNMENT. 


Thers is American democratic 

Government republican in form, 
with allthings common to and for 
all men, irrespective -‘of race, col- 
or previous condition of servitude.” 
It is a government of the whole 
people; not of parties:—for the 
people, not against them. 
In this government, liberty is like 
a stream of water; it flows smootb- 
est where the way is clearest. It 
is universal, because it applies 
toall American citizens indiscrimi- 
nately ; and is enjoyed most, where 
it is least abridged. 

Its limits are only defined by 
American citizenship, and it awards 
merits without any preference for 
complextion, It ordains @ com- 
mon home for all, which no par- 
ty can distroy, and provides it 
with such protection of laws as all 
‘can demand. These are the dec- 
larative elements of our constitu- 
tion, which no future age, nor par- 
ty can ever eliminate. It is a po- 
litical government of speculators, 
where very mapy men make the 
most of their money by a state or 
pational political tricks as in the 
receut election, where the republi- 
cans refused to spend money for 
fear of defeat, and democrats spent 
it freely in hope of success which 
they gained. 

The next best thing for the par- 
ty out todo,isto labor, accuma- 
lateand save, while -tbhe party in 
collect and squander; as in the 
custom of this government to do. 


ACQUITTAL OF SHEEHAN. 


' From the best information receiv- 
ed, we are informed that the evi- 
dence against D. J. Sheehan, who 
shot and killed Coleman, last Au- 
gust, was not sufficient for the 
Grand Jury to indict him.

Whatever our conjecture may be 
relative to the verdict of the Grand 
Jury, we have no right to say but, 
we shall dismiss tue case and leave 
it to a higher tribunal, before 
which we all must appear to be 


judged. 


WEAKNESS OF THE COLOR- 
ED AMERICAN CITIZENS. 


To be thrifty, independent, pro- 
gressive and strong, a people must 
have money, education sand home- 
steade. ‘They must sustain a sta- 
tus, which is moral, religious and 
productive of guod. Rights with- 
out money, education and home- 
steads, are very much like so 
much ofa house without furniture; 
it is useless, and in the way. It 
must be used by you, or else otb- 
ers must use it,or let it goto 
wieck. 

This must be done, otherwise 
dirt and filth will take control; 
aud the place condemned as a nui- 
sance by your neighbors in the 


community. Therefore, persons 
a8 well us things, can become a 
nuisance if out of use; for an 
idle mind, is the devils work- 
shop Rights to exercise the will 
ar only means by which we may 
acquire money, educations and 
homesteads, and other things most 
desireable; but in no sense are 
rights, the elements or pursuits 
ot happiness; for you can have the 
right to be happy, and yet live 
the must lite. 

To bave money, we must lubor; 
to obtain homes, we must learn 
to ecouomise, aundto become an 
educated people, great care must 
be observed in the education ot 
our youths, We must so organize 
as to be able to place higher esti- 
mates upon our labor, contend 
for living wages, aud vot to be so 
easily flattered gut of our money 
by the white citizens, by whom it 
is geverally paid. In many re- 
spects, as an educated class, we 
are both youthful and useless; the 
greatest estimate which we place 
upon life, is fine dress; and the 
only people benefitd are the 
whites. As eviderce of these 
facts, take for instance, Paluis 
Royal’s, Baum’s, Langsburgs and 
Kings Palace, where the colored 
young ladics pay in ($30,000) 
thirty thousand dollars per year, 
aud are never paid a penvy us 
book keepers or sales women; is 
not this an evidence of their use- 
lessners tu themselves, as a race, 
aud of the greatest bevefit to the 
whi es? | chuuld suy it was. Why 
not live 40 per cent cheaper than 
the whites, aud take that and go 
into business for ourselves? Why 
nut if one is not able, form juint 
stocks and firms as the whites do, 
aud imitate them in suving as 
weil us in the fashionable expeu— 
ditures ot the day? 
ig, Ve nay be charged as the chi- 
nese ure, With non-assimilation; 
uotwithstauding we .+similate too 
easily already by amalgamation, 
without an ucknowledged process 
ut law, yet, we contend, that we 
are tuo youthful a rece to follow 
the Whites in all the rich fishions 
of lite. For westarted too recent- 
ly, huve come t.o short a distance 
and have too little of money. 

For while the whole of our in- 
come, Will not more thun give us 
the scuntiest living, in the aggre- 
gate to the large incomes of the 
whites who ure living upon the 
interest of about fuur generations, 
and their pri:-cipal income remuins 
a sinking fund to generations yet 
unborn, it is made impossible for 
us iu the aggregate of the preseut 
generation, to be as highly edu- 
cated, us generally culvitated in 
social morals, or have as much 
wealth. For in the line of mathe- 
matical reeroning, we have goue 
down through nearly tLree 
dred years of suffering in desiitu- 
tion, oppression «and ignorance, 
while the whites in the opposite 
direction, have gone for the. same 
length of time, into the science of 
Government, education and 
wealth; not ouly have they advanc- 
ed upon the labors aud accumula- 
tions of the white race alone, but 
upon the lubor and accumulations 
of both races, the white and the 
colored. And now, we are only 
allowed about 10 per ceut of cen- 
turies deposite upon which sub- 
sist as American citizens; and 
how can we ever advance as u 
race, by living after the fashion 
of the whites who are allowed 9, 


per cent.

THE SELIKA CONCERT. 


A large and fashionable audi- 
ence greeted Ma:lame Selika at the 
‘‘Church of Our Father” on Thurs- 
day even ng the 5th inst. The se- 
lection of a hall was unfortunate, 
as this church is not a good place 
for concert singing, a coustically 


speaking, and the very audible 
revboratiou had a banefal ef- 
fect. 


Selika’s well and sustained repu- 
tation as a prima donna always 
secures her a hearty reception in 
this city. With the exception of 
Mr. 8. W. Williams, her support 
was composed entirely of local 
talent, with which our readers are 
more or less tamiliar.. While Se- 
lika shows no great improvement 
in her stage manner since her form- 
er appearance in Washington, her 
continued progress in vocal cult- 
ure was distinctly discernible in 
the admirable skill with which she 
mavaged her powerful soprano. 
She sings with great brilliancy and 
with marked evenness. in all the 
registers. Her high notes are 
clear and bell-like, and are made 
with no apparent effort. Yet her 
voice lacks much in sweetness, and 
there is but little expression in her 
singing. 

Of the other features of the ev- 
ening, the whole matter may be 
summed up with the statement 
that the support was not good.

The supervising inspector general of 
steam vessels reports the work of the steam- 
boat inspection service for the fiscal year 
ending June 3), 1885, as follows: In the do- 
mestic service—Total number of vessels in- 
spectedd, 5,638; total tonnage of vessels 
spected, 1,008,365.65; total number of officers 
acensel, 25,235. The receipts were: From 
inapection of steam vessels, $98,851; from 
sales of licenses, $12,617.

lite on steam vessels for the fiscal year is the 
minimum loss yet recorded, being but one to 
each 43 steamers inspected as against one to 
each three steamers inspected the year pre- 
vious to the steamboat jaw of 1852. 


Revenue “Y“arine Service. 

The report of the chief of the revenue ma- 
rine shows that the work of this service for 
the past year compares favorably with that 
of any former like period. The aggregate 
number of miles cruised by its vessels during 
the past year was 312,659. In enforcing the pro- 
visions of Jaw and the protection of the 


revenue 24,481 merchant ves’s were 
boardel and examined. This item 
of work varies from year to 


year, being proportioned generally to the ac- 
tivity of ocean and lake commerce. Of this 
number 1.425 vessels were found violating 
the law in some particular, and were either 
seized or reported to the proper autharities. 
The vessels so reported or seized incurred 
liability to fines, penalties or forfeitures 
amounting to a total sum of $804,515.55, 
about two-thirds the cost of the service, w 
last year amounted to $819,397. 


The Adjutant General, 

Adjutant General Drum, ia his annual re- 
port to the secretary of war, invites atten- 
tion to the subject of the obsolete arms and 
ammunition in the hands of the State militia 
or stored in the several State armories.

He recommends that 
non-commissioned officers and privates on 
the retired list be paid a gross sumin money 
in lieu of their present and commutation 
of allowa.ces, and he submits a table em- 
bodiying a proposition to pay them at rates 
varying from $53.40 per month for chief mu- 
sicians to $23.90 for artificers.

ANNUAL REPORTS. 


Poultry Houses- 

To begin with, the houses must not 
only be air-tight, but be heated by the 
sun or artificial heat. The building may 
be a lean-to, fronting the south or south- 
west, with windows in front; or made 
with a roof having a long slope on the 
south side, with an ordinary greenhouse 
sash to six feet, and a short slope of roof 
at the rear. Such a house may have the 
rear walls five feet and the front ones 
three to four feet high, while the peak of 
the roof is only seven. This affords 
standing room for a man, doors five feet 
high at one end, and in the partitions 
ample room for roosts, nests, etc. The 
perches should be as near the centre of 
the space in the roosting room as possi- 
ble, as they are thus out of the way of 
draughts. Let the perches be low, say 
two and a half feet high, or even two 
feet would be better. vy ow means 
should be taken to ventilate he house, 
amt dust baths, etc., judiciously placed 
in convenient places. The floor should 
be made of plank, stone or cement, but 
the best possible article 1s sifted coal 
ashes, levelled, wet and pounded hard, 
eay three inches in depth. The wood- 
work ouht to be made of planed stuff, 
so that it can be painted in the joints 
when put up, which fills up the cracks, 
and greatly reduces the hiding penn os 
vermin, Painting all not interfere with 
the subsequent whitewashing. | Double- 
glazed saghes are essential, for in moder- 
utely cold weather the moistufe from the 
breath of the fowls does not deposit on 
these as on single-glazed sashes, where it 
not only gathers, but afterward coe 
In the roosting room about two and a 
half feet is required for each fowl, and a 
room equally as large for a feeding room 
iy winter, with a good run in & sunny, 
8 cltered yard. 


How to Climb. 


To those obliged to climb stairs the 
following aduice is given: Don't lean 
forward. Don’t hurry. Don't spring 
from stair to stair. Step firm, leisurely, 
and keep erect. There is a knack in 
climbing stairs easily. To throw the 
body forward, bending at the hips, more 
than doubles the work. The weight of 
the body is a load that the muscles of 
the legs and loins must carry, and they 
carry it easily if the centre of gravity is 
kept directly above them. Bending for- 
ward imposes on the muscles of the 
trunk the unnecessary task. of holding 
the load from pitching forward, This is 
like carrying a load at arm’s ‘ength, in- 
stead of on the shoulder or on the head, 
as many Europeans carry bundles. Many 
athletes hf{t enormous weights by bring- 
ing the strain on the pelvic arch 
and legs, keeving their backs straight.
